GOAL E- DELIVE RV, 


Holden at the Seſſions-Houſe in the Old- Bailey, for the 
City of LON DON and County of MIDDLESEX; 


Which began on MuN D Ax, OdGober 17. 1681. and ended 


on Wedneſday the Ninctccuth of the ſame inſtant. 


: Ctober 17. This day the Seſſions began at the Seſſions-houſe in the 

Old-baily, holden there for the City of London, County of Middle- 

ſex, and Goale-Delivery of Newgate , where the moſt remarkable 
proceedings were theſe. 

After the Court had ſat about an hour, there being the two Lord Chief Juſti- 
ces, my Lord Chief Baron, and ſeven other Judges preſent; the Right Honoura- 
ble the Earl of Shaftesbury, William Lord Howard, Baron of Eſcreck, Mr. Fob 
Wilmore, Mr. Edward Whittaker, Mr. John Rouſe, Priſoners in the Tower of Lox- 
don, upon Commitments of High-Treafon , and of Samwuel Wilſon Priſoner in 
the Gate · bonſe, upon the like Commitment, were tendred to the Court, and by 
the order of my Lord Chief Juſtice Pemberton publickly read, &c. all of them 
tending to one and the (ame purport 3 ſhewing that the aforeſaid Petitioners ha- 
ving been Committed for the heinous Crime of High: Treaſon againſt his Maje- 

- fiy, as by the Warrants of their Commitments appears, and have been continued 
* Priſoners without any manner of proſecution, not withſtanding ſome of them 
having twice Petitioned that Honourable Count to be brought thither by Habegs 
Corpus, to be Tryed or Bailed, therefore they again humbly befought their Lord- 
"hips, that according to the Tenor of the Act, made and provided for the ſecu- 
” ring the Liberty of the Subject , they might then be brought by Habegs 
Corpus to receive the benefit of the ſaid Act, according to the intent aud mean- 
ing thereof, As to the Petitions of the Priſoners in the Tower, wy Lord Chigt 
Juſtice was pleaſed to return ſor anſwer, That it had been, and was the Opininn

Court, and therefore, as he had formerly told them, ſo he did again declare, That is 
was not in their power to relieve them, but that they muſt the firſt week in the Ter ms 
apply themſelves to the Court of Kings-Bench 3 and if no proſecution was made, the 
might there receive the benefit of tbe Ad for ſecuring the Liberty of the Sab⸗ 
ject. As for the latter, vig. Mr. Wilſon, his Lord hip ſaid, They ſate only by a 
Commiſſion of Goale- delivery; and be not being in tbe Goale of New gate, tbe Cour: 
bad not to do with him. 

Then the Grand- Jury for the City of London appeating, Mr. Jones and Mr. 
North, Counſels for the King, made objections againſt the returning of the Pan- 
nel: firft,for that one and the ſame men were returned upon a Precept of Oyer 
and Terminer and Goale-delivery 3 but the Opinion of the Court being, that ſuch 
Returns were uſual, they prayed that they might be called over before they were 
Sworn , for as much as they had been informed, that fume of them had been 
Returned at the nomination of perſons that were not the Sheriffs {worn Mini- 
ſters, which was contrary to the Statute of 3 Hen. 8. And farther, that they 
had been informed, they were not obſervers of the Kings Laws, in as much as 
they frequented Conventicles, and reſort not to their reſpect ive Pariſh-Churches, 
and therefore prayed the Pannel might be reformed, To which Obj- ion Mr. 
Sheriff Pilkinton anſwered, That be kaew them to be all worthy Gentlemen, aud 
men of unſpotted Repmtations » and that be bad returned them at be nomination of 
no perſon, but upon bis own certain knowledge of their being ſubſtamtial Citizens. 
Then at the requeſt ot Mr. Solicitor General, they being demanded whether 
they reſorted to Church, my Lord Mayor was pleaſed to anſwer, That be was 
well ſati;fyed in ſeveral of them that they were good Churchmen 3 lo that there 
was only two amongſt them that ſec med to icruple to give a politive anſwer to 
that demand, viz. Mi. Criſp and Mr. Loggan 5 whereupon (after a long debate 
and the reading of the Statute of 3 Hen. 8.) twice or thrice over, the Sheriffs 
gave their conſents to the racing out their Names, and inſerting two o- 
thers, | | 
Jobn Pack was Tryed for ſtealing a Gelding, valued at five pound, from Vil- 
liam Pack his Maſter, living near Rocheſter in the County of Kent; but for as 


much as the Horſe being brought up to London, and found in Vater laue, where 
he had diſpoſed ot him, the Felony was laid in London. He being askt what he 


could ſay for himſelf, only alleadged, that his Maſter lent him the Horſe ; but 
having Robbed him of ſeveral things of value at the {ame time, the Jury found 
him guilty of the Felony. 

Fobn Fulnum was likewiſe Tryed for the Murthering of Sarah Richardſon, on 
nc twenty ſeventh of September laſt, the manner thus: he coming up Seca-coal- 
Jane, in the Pariſh of St. Sepulebrer, with a Dray, in which he had twe Horſes, 
who upon a ſuddain ſtartiag from the mid- way, ran the Dray up agaioli the 
wall, whenas the party deceaſed, who was @ Girl of about four or five years of 
age, thinking to ſecure herſelf behind à great {tone that ood up at a Maſons 
door, the wheel drove it down upon her and cruſtied her to death: but che Wit- 
neſſes ſpeak ing very favourably on the Priſoners ſide, how he uſed his utmoſt en- 
deavours to ſave the Child, and chat he expreſſed abundance of ſorrow upon 
the ſight of that unlucky accident, he was acquitted of the Felony but the 
Court thought fit to bind him to his good Behaviour, as likewiſe the Maſter of 
the Dray, to appear at the Seſſions of Peace to be holden at Gzi}d-bsll next Fri- 
day, and ordered the Mother of the deceaſed to proſecute the Maſon, for chat 
he being Indi&cd, had brought 2 Certiorari to remove. 

Franciſco Ferdinando, a Dutchman, was Tryed for entring a Houſe in the Pa- 
riſh of St. Mary Wolnootb, breaking open a Cheſt, and taking from thence ſeve- 
ral parcels of Linnen but the woman of the houſe coming up before. he could 
convey himſelf away, he was apprehended. Upon his Tryal he alleadged be 
could not ſpeak Engliſh 3 whereupon an Interpreter was ordered him, and a 
Jury of balf Forreigners and half Engliſh were Impannelled, who after a full 
hcaring of the Evidence againſt him, brought him in guilty of the Felony.

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Fobu King and John Winel were Tryed for feloniouſly. Murthering of Ro 
bert Reeks, a young man of the Queens Guards, near the Myyepole in the Strand- 
the manner of the Fact, as it was Sworn toby che Evidence, was as followeth- 
The deceaſed and the Priloners meeting ina Coffee-houſe, happened into diſ- 
courſe about divers affairs z whereupon a conteſt ariſiag berween them, they 
fell to quartelling, but by the perſwaſions of fome perſons preſent, thoſe ſeuds 
were ſecmingly laid aſide, and they departed as good friendsz:. but by the way 
they ag in falling at variance, the Priſoners dte w theit Swotds; upon pretence 
that the dectaſed juſtled them, and firuck the latter with his Cane, which he 
perceiving, drew likewiſe, upon which they purſued him into a Shop. (where he 
endeavoured to (ave himſelt) and there after ſeveral Paſſes run him in undes the 
Right Pap four Inches, as like wiſe into the Back, of which wounds he inſtantly 
dyed. The Chirurgeon that ſearched the Wounds, declaring upon Oath,thatthe 
Wounds were given by two ſeveral Swords: and they after the Marther com- 
mitted b:taking themſelves to flight, the Jury found them both guilty of wil- 
ta! Murther. 8 31 v2) 

John Rouſe being removed by Habeas Corpus from the Tower of London, to the 
C.ounty-Goale of Newgate, a Bill of Indictment for High-Treaſon was prefer- 
ed againſt him, the ſubitance of which was, That he on the Eighteenth of March 
laſt and at ſundry other times, had ſpoke divers Treaſonable Words, tending to the 
aejtrudion of his Majeſty, aud the Subverſion of the Government. The Evidence 
that [wore to the Bill, were Bryan Haynes, John Wyat, Edward Turbervile, Ed- 
ward Ives, Fobn Macknamarra, Bernard Denis, Thomas Corkine,Elizaþeth Haynes, 
and John Smith; many of which Depoſed, That Roxſe thould fay , That al- 
though the Seſſions of Parliament at that time to be holden at Oxford would be 
but ſhort , yet the ſeveral Prorogations and Diſſolutions would avail nothing 3 and 
that they the people of England bad yet anotber way to effed their deſigns > wbidh 


was hy force of Arms to compel bis Majeſty to condeſcead to their requeſts, with ma- 


ny other Treaſonable Words, which we think not fit hee to infert. After 
all the Witneſſes had been publickly (worn in Court, the Grand- Jury withdrew : 
but the Court not allowing them to examine the Witneſſes in private, they re- 


turned, and after a long debate of the Priviledges and uſual! Cuſtoms of Grand- 
Jurics, they conſented to hear the Witneiles over again in open Court, and to 


ask them ſuch Queſtions as they ſhould think convenient. Whereupon, the Wit- 
neſſes were called one by one, / and after a long and tedious Examina tion, the 
Jurors withdrew to debate the Evidence; and having held a private conſultati- 
on for the ſpace of three hours, they came into Court, and anſwering every 
man to his Name, returned the Bill IGNORAMVUS; upon which, being de- 
manded whether they did not believe the Witnefles , or that they thought tlic 
words expreſſed in the Inditment, and others that had been {worn to, were not 
Treaſonable the Court declaring , That it they ſcrupled the latter, they would 
teſolve their doubts ; but their anſwer was, That they were ſatisfied in ubeir 
CONSCIENCES of what'they bad done; and tartlier added, That tbey 
could not believe what tbe Witueſſer bad Sworn. 24 

Thamas Baly was Trycd upon an Indictment of High- Treaſon, for Clipping 
and Filing the currant Coyn of this Kingdom, viz. Forty Elizabeth ſhillings , 
Forty of King James's (hillings, and Forty of King Charles the Firſi his half- 
Crowns. Thc Evidence againſt him {wore , That when they-apprehended hit, 
they found Clipping ſhears and other Implements about him 5 and that he had at 
ſeveral times put Monies to Goldſmiths in Lumbard-ftreet , the : which he calied 
in at ſhort warnings , receiving broad Money for his Clipped, having put out in 
other mens names about fix hundred pounds, but for which he allowed them two 
ſhillings in the pound; but he pleading that the Clipping Inſtruments were de- 
livered to him by one Hix, and that he was only truſted with the Money, the 
which for'fear of an Attachment, he was oblige to put out in ſtrange names, he 
was brought in Not guilty.

Elizabeth Warxer. was Tryed for Robbing Thomas Fopling of St. Pauls Shad- 
well, on the Twenty fourth of September laſt, of Twenty five ſhillings in Money, 
to which ſhe pleaded Not guilty but having confe ſſcd it before the Juſtice of 
peace, and her Confeſſion teſſified againſt her in Court, che was found guilty, 
and received Sentance. | 

. George Paget was Tryed for ſtealing a Silver Cup in St. Clements Danes, of 
which being tound guilty, was ordered to be Whipped. 

James Beech, and William Pomfret had an Indictment preferred againti them 
for ſtealing a Tankard, valued at tive pounds, from Thomas Price , living in the 
Pariſh of St. Clements Danes; the circumſtances of which, as they appeared up- 
on Evidence, were, That the Priſoners coming into the Proſecutors houſe to 
drink, ſtayed the drinking of five Tankards, and then calling for another, the 
Maid of the Houſe brought it them, but they alleadged, ſhe took away the Tan- 
kard, and returned it not again; ſo that a conteſt ariſing, the Proſccutor char- 
ged them with a Conſtable , and carried them before a Magiſirate , who bound 
them over; but it appearing by the Priſoners Witneſſes , that Price offered to 
compound with them, and to take half Money, and their Bonds for the reſidue; 
and they appearing by the teſtimonies of their Neighbours , to be honeſt labori- 
ous and induſtrious\men, were acquitted by the Jury. 

The Grand- Jury for London preſented ſeveral noted Recuſants, living in the 
City and Liberties thereof, and received the Commendations of the Court for ſo 

doing; declaring, that it had been a great defect in former Juries , who had 
been altogether ſlack in returning them, which was the occaſion, that within 
this great City, few or none had been Convicted ſioce the beginning of the 
Plot; to which Mr. Sheriff Pilkinton anſwered , That their Lordſhips needed 
not doubt the diligence of this Jury in finding Bills againſt Recuſants, in order 
to their being Convicted. | 

The Counteſs of Portland, and ſeveral others that bad been formerly Indicted 
of Recuſancy, and had joyned Iſſue thereupon, being called, and not appearing, 
were put upon the Jury of Life and Death for the County of Middleſex, who 
Convicted them according to the Statute laſt made and provided. 


Margaret Hames.a woman about ſeventy years of age, was Indicted for having 
two Husbands; her Plea was, Tnat ner former Hu>sband had becu abſcnt cigh- 


teen years, and that the latter having ſpent all ſhe had, Indicted her to take away 
her life, thereby to make way for another; ſo that there being no proſecut ion, 
the Court took pitty on her, and directed the Jury to Acquit her. 

Mary Marſhal was tiyed for ſtealing a Curral, with a Silver Chain, valued at 
twenty Shillings ; which being proved againſt. her, ſhe was Convicted of the 
Felony but not being above twelve years of age, though an old Offender, ha- 

: ving been in Newgate before, for the like Robberies, ſhe received Sentence with 
the reſt 3 but notwithſtanding, was reptie ved after Judgment, for Tranſpotta- 

tion. | J 

Margery Marſu, who had been formerly Condemned for Clipping, and Arra- 
bella Pickering, were Tryed for Miſpriſion of Treaſon, for putting away falſe 

Coin, knowing of which, they were both Con victed.
